1 . Applicant continues to discuss the intended contents of the claimed containers, 
which is intended to be paint. Nothing in the claims suggests that the paint itself is a 
required element of the claims and applicant does not argue that paint is being claimed. 
Instead, it is understood the a container is being claimed and that the container is useful 
for the purpose of storing and dispensing paint, but that the paint itself is not being 
claimed. Thusly, the claims may still be anticipated by a reference that does not 
discuss paint. See particularly In re Schreiber, 44 USPQ2d 1429, 1931 (Fed. Cir. 
1997), where a claimed popcorn dispensing spout was held anticipated by a spout for 
dispensing oil from an oil can.
